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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In response to applicant's arguments that 
Fuimara fails to disclose searching for a frame compatible with the trick play command, Fujimara specifically discloses wherein the 
system will continue to decode frames after a trick play mode has been initiated (frame P14; column 14, lines 50-67). When the system 
detects that the decoder has surpassed the time stamp data, the system will then cease to decode the current frame and return to 
outputing the previously output frame (P12; column 14, line 50-column 15, line 14). This clearly reads upon the broad claim limitation of 
performing a "search", as the computer system advances decoding until the time stamp of the current frame has surpassed the sync 
timing data. Upon detection of the time stamp being too large, the computer system will then "search" for the previous frame and then 
initiate repeated output of the previous frame. The claims do not specify what form of searching is performed or what type of frame is 
searched for. Furthermore, the search is clearly for a frame "compatible with the trick mode" as the previous frame is the frame which is 
specifically required to be output for Fujimara's trick play pause command. 

In response to applicant's argument that Fujimara doesn't "delay" the trick mode until a compatible frame is found, it is once again 
noted that the claims do not recite or require any delaying whatsoever. Furthermore, it is noted that Fujimara's system will continue 
running normally until after the time stamps are no longer synchronized before initiating pause mode with the previous frame. Thus, the 
trick mode is "delayed" as there is a delay between the initiation of the pause command and the system detecting the time stamp 
information becoming un-synchronized. 
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
